among the farmers who wished to pro­ 
fit by it. 
On account of limited means, it was 
issued monthly, and the first edition 
consisted of only five thousand copies. 
We quote from the initial article of 
the initial 
number of the Monthly 
N ew s Bulletin, as follows: 
“ Our object in sending out this little 
publication is to matte known to the 
(armers and their friends, the activi­ 
ties in their behalf of their State Agri­ 
cultural Department. 
“ We hope also to herald the splendid 
work of oi r field men, far beyond their 
ability to meet the farmers face to 
face. 
“ The daily, weekly and farm papers 
of Texas*show inc)easing interest* in 
tha work of our A ptieultuial Depart­ 
ment, and carry in th^ir comma more 
and more what the D epartm ent is do­ 
ing. 
The News Bulletin will carry to 
them, in concrete roundup. *uch line 
on this work a* may be ct special in­ 
terest to their reader*.” 
With this well defined and clear cut 
policy of ct n.-tructed endeavor, itgfthen 
editor, Col. R. R. Claridge, bent to his 
task. 
So well did he succeed that 
there wa* a steady and ever increasing 
demand for the Bulletin, and it was 
not m ary n o n th s before that demand 
had exceeded the means to supp y 
From an edition of five thousand it 
had grown to thirty thousand. 
But the New* Bulletin limited jib 
functions to the dissemination of gen­ 
eral agricultural and departmental in­ 
formation. 
Many felt that it was the duty and 
the function of the Department to 
publish market information also. 
rhis conviction became bo strong 
th a t it 
found exDreasion from this 
body, in convention assembled in 1919, 
in the following resolution:
